CELEBRATE AT WAUKEGAN 



When the forty-seven draftees from 
District No. 2, leave Waukegan this 
(Thursday) evening for Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo , there will be included in the 
number eight young men from this 
•village. Their nameB are: John B. 
Fields. Harry Radtka, John Mueller;. 
Archie Maplethorp, Harry Cushing,' 
Milton Russel Park, Frank A. Cobb, 
and Joe Fernandez. The latter while 
not exactly an Antioch boy has been em- 
ployed' at the Sales and Service Co. 
ior some time and is well known here. 
And although he was not included in 
the present draft, his number would in 
all probability be in the next called, so 
he made a trip to Chicago Wednesday 
and bc cur eel permission to go with the 
boys with whom, he was acquainted. 

This Is the largest number of boys 
that has left Antioch for the purpose 
of joining the. colors, at any one time, 
and the announcement that they were 
to go has brought the war very close to 
home. 

The young men were instructed to re- 
port to the board at 1:30 this afternoon 
and be prepared to spend -.the afternoon 
in Waukegan and to leave for Jefferson 
Barracks at 7:11 this evening. Ac- 
cording to present plans they are to be 
given one of the largest ovations even 
held in the city of Waukegan.

It is planned to have the parade get 
in motion at 6:40 p. m. sharp. The 
line of march will be North on Genesee 
to Clavton, west to Utica, south to 
Washington, east to Sheridan Road, 
north to Madison and east to the North 
Western. 

It was not the desire of the boys to 
have elaborate ceremonies attend their 
departure from Antioch, as each had 
their own plans and wished to spend 
their last few days' at home in , their 
own way. But the citizens deemed it 

fitting that a little "send off" be given 
them any way. Their plan was to leave 
town at eleven o'clock this morning in 
autos, ascompanled by relatives - and 
friends. Accordingly at that hour the 

'bells' of the. town were set to ringing, 
the teachers and pupils of the grade 
school formed in line and bearing a 
large number of flags assembled at the 
opera house corner to bid them good 
bye^. The high school students: were 
also present and a large number of 
citizens gathered to witness their jde-

Allow Extra 25 pounds 

of Sugar for Preserving 

The food administration has decided 
that each housewife js to be' permitted 
an extra allowance during the canning 
and preserving season. 

New ruleB, which, were given -out last 
Thursday by .Robert Stevenson;, Jr., 
head of the.sugar division of -the Illinois 
oflico of the food administration give 
directions to all dealers, ^r. 3teyerii 
Bon. said that the, situation haid improv- 
ed recently and that 'the new . rales* 
which take effect May 1, are easier 
than those imposed during -the recent 
ahortage. The main features- of the 
new rules. follow: ' . . J ' 

i Wholesale dealers may deliver not to 
exceed a 10-day supply to the retail' dis- 
tributor N or. manufacturer of non-essen- 
tials, such as confectionery, Boft drinks 
and commodities of a similar nature. 

They may deliver not, to exceed a 30- 
day supply, to bakries and manufactur- 
ers of essential foodstuffs. 

All deliveries should be based on al- 
lotments previously made by the Bugar 
division of the, food administration. 
Prior to May 1 deliveries are not to ex- 
ceed 10 bags, 

The limit of sales to the. consumer: is 
to. remain at five pounds in the city and 
ten pounds in the. country, except where 
special division is made for canning and 
preserving. Dealers are. warned that 
if they are too liberal in making these 
special sales the amount will be taken 
out of their allotment.

Grace Welch, France, 

Tells of Her Injury 

The many friends of Miss Grace 
Welch, formerly a teacher in the Grade 
school here, will be glad to know a 
letter has been received, telling of the 
accident which befell her in France. 

•'I have been a patient myself for 
five weeks," she writes to a DeKalb 
friend. "One morning while at work 
in the ward, 1 twisted my knee cap off 
and 'have since been strapped to a 
splint. They brought me to hospital 
for 'sick nurses, and lam having far 
more attention than any one would ex- 
pect ty get in France today. This is a 
houBe rented by the British three years 
ago for Bick nurses and has been nee* 
esaary every since. Nurses are not 
supposed to get sick,. of course, but 
they, do, anyway. There are 35,000 
hospital beds within a radius of five 
mileB, so you see there are a large 
number of nurses in the near vicinity."

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BRITISH NAVAL RECORDS HOLD 

TALES OF FIGHTS WITH U-BOATS 



Stories in Brief Form Reveal German Savagery and Frightfulness, 
With Occasional Touches of Comedy— Many Describe 
Hairbreadth Escapes and^Gallant Defense 
by British Sailors. t • 



London.— In a big room In Whitehall 
there are kept all the records of Brit- 
ish merchant ships' encounters with 
U-honts. There they are, volumes and 
volumes of the most damning' evi- 
dence, indelible for all time, of Ger- 
man savagery and British bravery. 
3*2ver since Germany's cold-blooded 
frightfulness nt sea began these rec- 
ords have been piling up In this room; 
«hd only now are they being allowed 
to see the light. 

They tell of all kinds of ships, from 
l)lg liners down to tiny schooners. All 
«re short, ,but realistic, testifying to 
the British merchant sailors' behavior 
against the ugliest methods of German 
warfare. They toll of lights with 
fiubmurlnes, often against enormous 
odds, and of hairbreadth escapes; of 
gallant rescues and perilous adven- 
tures In small boats on -the open seas; 
of German .submarine crews who 
Jeered at thclr/.-victlms, and of some 
few cases where the Germuti crews 
helped to rescue them. 

Here Is u typical story of a fight 
between a merchantman with n little 
gun and a U-boat'. t It is perhaps one 
of the longest of the records. 

There was a heavy sea, with squalls 
of rain, mid the time was five minutes 
to three In the morning. The- captain 
enys : » 

Sighted Submarine Ahead. 
"Almost Immediately I sighted n 
submarine right ahead, crossing from 
Ktarbonrd to port. It was a very big 
one. and there were four or live men 
around the conning tower. I put helm 
hard a-stn'rbpnrd and tried to ram 
him. but missed by feet, ns I could 
hear the men shouting aboard her. As 
soon ns I saw I had missed her I 
sung out to the gun's crew: 'Look out 
close on port side there!' and I put 
the helm hard aport to bring the ene- 
my astern. 

"Almost Immediately afterward I 
heard the report of my gun, nnd, turn- 
ing round, saw n big bright llareup In 
the water In the port quarter like a 
big explosion. This was verified by 
the gun's crew, the second olllcer and 
the mate, who wns the spotting ofllcer. 
About ten minutes afterward I no- 
ticed what appeared to be the wake 
of a torpedo passing along the port 
side, and I shouted the gun's crew: 
'Look out port quarter agnln !' and 
put the holm to port; but as I was 
calling out my orders second officer 
nnd gun's crew observed the bow nnd 
stern wnko of u submarine on port 
quarter steering pnrallel to us and 
coming on at a. good speed. 

"We tired on him, but made no hit, 
nnd I ordered the men to cease fire, 
as I hoped to escape In the darkness, 
nnd the flash of the gun was very 
brilliant. It being n dark night. I 
then ordered the chief engineer to get 
his men down the stokehold nnd drive 
the vessel to his utmost, and ordered 
the gun's crew to stand by gun, nnd 
every/one to put a lifebelt on." 

The cnptaln continues with a line 
touch of unintentional bravado: 
Felt Enemy Was Pursuing. 

"As the ofTIcers had not yet had 
their coffee I tobb the steward to get 
it for them and went back to the 
bridge 'and spoke to the second ofllcer 
about keeping a sharp lookout, as I 
felt somehow that the enemy wus 
chasing us." 

He wns, sure enough, for, adds the 
captain: 

"About twenty minutes past six 
o'clock 1 went below to the chart room 
to get our position again, and almost 
Immediately I heard a terrific explo- 
sion on the port side. I ran up on 
the bridge and ordered all boots out 
and called the wireless operator to 
send out an SOS nnd give our posi- 
tion. As his machine broke down al- 
most Immediately we got no reply. A 
few seconds nfter the first explosion 
I heard the heavy, dull, explosions 



from the bursting boilers nnd the ship 
was Involved In. steam, smoke and 
fumes." . 

A few minutes inter the vessel sank 
nnd, ns most of the boats were 
smashed, the captain and some of the 
crew Jumped Into the sen nnd swam 
until picked up some hours inter. 

In nil these records the commnnd- 
ers and crews of the U-boat are «een 
face to face and their actions and 
words are set down 1 without prejudice. 
<rhere. Is n tale of a terrible struggle 
with death In the ense of a torpedoed 
ship, boats smushed, the onlyitwo that 
reached the water being upside down. 
Some of the crew Jumped from the 
vessel and sought refuge on them. 
U-Boat Up Three Times: 

The U-boat approached them nnd or- 
dered the survivors to come on board 
the submarine. They shouted back 
that they were capsized and could not 
move. Three times the submarine 
came , up with a similar Invitation; 
three times the commander received 
the same reply. Then the U-boat 
came alongside one of the upturned 
boats, took the name of the ship nnd 
the muster nnd all the details. The 
crew of the enemy craft was asked by 
these shipwrecked men to help right 
their boat for them, but no answer 
was given, though the Germans must 
have heard the frantic knocklngs of 
one poor chop Imprisoned under the 
capsized boat and who was trying to 
attract attention to his pitiful plight. 

The submarine steamed ahead and 
put the helm hnrd over, with the re- 
sult thut the men clinging to the keel 
of the boat were thrown Into the wa- 
ter again. They managed to scramble 
back to their boat, with Yin man still 
underneath It, but they pulled out the 
plug to give him air, and ten- hours 
later they were rescued. 

The Germans take elaborate steps to 
find out the name of the ship they 
have sunk nnd the nature of her cargo. 
In one case il master, while engaged 
with his crew haling out a leaky life- 
boat, was hailed by the submarine for 
the name of his ship. It was given 
to him, but the commander shouted 
back that he could not llnd the. name 
In the shipping list nnd ordered one 
of the crew to go on board.

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Mrs. Louis K. Pratt Is a prominent 
clubwoman and chairman of the Lib- 
erty bond committee of Fairbanks, 
AInska.

n photogrnph of him nnd nlso of tho 
other negro; who wns flouting on a 
raft nearby. The first man wns then 
allowed to dive from the submnrlno 
nnd' he, too, swam to the raf£ 

These photographs .were clearly In- 
tended for German propaganda. Out 
of the crew of 47 men only 15 are 
known to have been picked up. The 
captain of the ship was left on the 
bridge when the hont went down and 
was not seen again. The saved men 
were In the wnter for hours together, 
the U-boat as usual submerging and 
leaving them to their fate. 

Among all the tales of cool and 
splendid behnvlor, which Sir Itosslyn 
Wemyss In paying «n tribute to tho 
British merchant navy recently de- 
scribed ns "beyond all praise," Is that 
of a stewardess of a big liner, which 
went down, according to one nccount, 
In seven minutes nfter the explosion. 
The master says: "The stewardess 
behaved exceptlonnlly well, nnd with 
great presence of mind gave mufflers 
nnd other articles to the crew when 
they were In the boat." It Is in this 
story that one of the very few nets 
of humane conduct on the part of n 
German submnrlne commander Is re- 
corded. "Submarine picked up two 
of the men In the water himself, nfter 
which we went alongside the submn- 
rlne and took the two men on bonrd." 
Among all these records of horror, 
bravery nnd cruelty there, are llttlo 
glints of something almost npprouch- 
Ing comedy. Tuke, for Instnnce, tho 
record of n little South Coast schoon- 
er, which was sunk a some way from 
home. The first part of the story Is 
that of tho master told to tho British 
consul abroad. The master described 
how, when the ship wns struck, three 
men got into the boat. Before the 
fourth mnn could get In nn nccldent 
occurred nnd the boat was upset. 

The mnster reported four men 
drowned— what happened to the fourth 
man Is not clear— and remurked that 
"those drowned became too excited." 
Ills ship had been henvlly shelled for 
n long time, but the Germnn shoot- 
ing was very hod. The captain and 
boy, who remained on bonrd, were 
tnkon on board the submnrlne nnd re- 
leased live hours Inter nnd put on 
board n foreign ship. The captain 
was unable to give any description of 
the submarine: "Captain could not 
describe submarine. He said he was 
sent below at once — Step!'" 

The next part of the story is from 
one of the men whom the master 
thought lost. He gives an Idyllic pic- 
ture of the scene before tho shelling: 
Vessel In Full Sail. 
"Tho vessel lmd all sail except the 
ml/.zen gaff topsail set. The wind was 
abeam, the vessel on the port tuck, 
heading southeast and east.. The mas- 
ter was standlng'by the helmsman. The 
male was talking to the master, both 
nn tho lee side of the poop. She was 
making six or seven knots through tho 
water when the master asked the 
mate: 'Is that a submnrlne?' The 
mate had a look at It and said: 'Yes- 
It Is.' The master took the wheel and 
ordered all bunds to get the boat out. 
Before the hont got Into the water, tho 
submarine started shelling." 1 .* . 
Then the dlsnster happened; The. 
man on the boat reported tlint "noth- 
ing has been heard of vessel .'slnoo 
deponent lust snw her." "It seems 
Mint "about three hours after leaving 
ship bont righted and wns Jmled out." 
Hut a most- Interesting part of tiio 
story Is missing; for one would like 
to khow whether master and crew mot 
again and what they said to one nn- 
other. 

Says the mate of another little ship: 
"Master's reason for abandoning ship 
was that she sank under him." 

And, ns is but natural, tho seaman's 
pride in his ship Is often revealed la 
these records; as "She went down' 
with hnrdly n Bplnsh. like tho lady she 
always. was," arid ,r I shall never get 
another liko her."

for the Whole World— Eighty 

Above In Summer Time. 

Turn up your collar, thrust your 
hands to the bottom of your pockets, 
nnd rend about the "cold pole" of 
northern Siberia, where the natives 
speak patronizingly nbout Greenland's 
icy mountains nnd other such relative- 
ly balmy resorts. At the town of Verk- 
oynnsk, which would probably never 
have had any Inhabitants If the late 
czar's government had not sent oc- 
cnsionnl batches of exiles thither, says 
Popular Science Monthly, the temper-' 
ature hns been known to drop to 00 
degrees below zero, which Is n "rec- 
ord" for tho whole world. 

Wlille the regions nbout the north 
nnd south poles of the eorth nre cold 
all fhe time, the Siberian cold polo 
gives its inhabitants n comfortable let- 
tip In summer, when the thermometer 
frequently climbs up into the 80's 
above zero. During the brief summer 
season the.llfe-glvlng rays of the sun, 
which remains nbout the horizon day 
nnd night for some time during the 
height of the season, exert an Intense- 
ly stimulating .influence upon the veg- 
etation, nnd the ground Is' covered 
with flowers.

With the American Army In France, 
April 30.— The enemy laid down a 
heavy barrage In front of the Ameri- 
can trenches in the Toul . sector at 
three a'cloek In the morning, the bom-

So intense was the American counter- 
attack that the enemy was repulsed 
without getting close enough to be en- 
gaged by the Anierleaiin»nfnntry.

This method of attack was used 
during the attack on the Americans nt 
Apremont forest two weeks ago. On 
that -occasion they spoke French and 
Sfild Ihey had come to assist the Amer- 
icans, bid the ruse was discovered and 
they were driven off. 



DESTROYERS TO THE RESCUE 



Passengers Taken From Lifeboats- 
llllnolsan Is Hero of Disaster as 
He Saves Injured Soldier and 
Unconscious Wife. 



London, Mny 1.— A party of 57 
American army Yoiing Men's Chrlstlnn 
nssoclatlonv workers under Arthur E. 
Ilungerford arrived in London. The 
sldp on which they sailed was tor- 
pedoed Sunday morning and sunk In 12 
minutes. All the passengers mid nil 
but three of the crew were saved. 

The passengers were picked up 'in 
lifeboats und landed at a British port 
On their arrival in London they were 
taken In charge by the American' Y. M. 
C. A. and Red Cross. 

The number of persons on board the 
vessel was about 250. One of the ship's 
oillcers said the Americans conducted 
themselves In an udml ruble mnnner. 

Destroyers were sent Immediately 
to the rescue and all the lifeboats were 
picked up within half an hour. 

The vessel wns struck ainldslllps 
while proceeding In* a large convoy 
under the protection of a number of 
destroyers. It was proceeding at about 
ten knots in bright moonlight when 
struck. There was an Immediate heavy 
list and three minutes Inter the hollers 
blew up, extinguishing the lights all 
over the ship. 

New York, April 30.— The vessel 
which, was sunk In English waters 
while carrying 57 Young Men's Chris- 
tian association workers was the Brit- 
ish steel steamship Orissa, of 5,430 tons 
gross, It was learned here. She left 
an American Atlantic port on April 12. 
Among the passengers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Thring hud the most exciting 
experience. Mr. Thring Is an Austra- 
lian who was invalided from the Brit- 
ish army several months ago after two 
years of lighting In Africa and at Gal- 
llpoli. He went to Australia, where he 
was married, and was returning to 
England with his bride to settle the es- 
tate of two brothers who were killed 
recently In France. 

The torpedo struck Just beneath their 
cabin and they were thrown from their 
berth and Injured severely. The state- 
room door was Jammed so that it could 
not be opened. Mr. Thring broke the 
partition and carried his unconscious 
wife to the deck, where he, too, fell un- 
conscious. Both were carried to a llfe- 
hout by Arthur Bogue, Y. M. C. A. 
man from Chicago.

now existing by law, to transfer any 
duties • or powers from one existing 
department or to transfer the person- 
nel thereof."

Battle and Have Acquitted Them- 
selves Well— 122 U.S. Soldiers Dec- 
orated by French With War Cross 
for Bravery in Recent Fighting.

London, April 80.— Field Marshal 
lltilg reported on Monday 'night that; 
powerful attaeks by the Germans 
against the French and British posi- 
tions between Metereii and Ztllebeke 
were repulsetl, the Germans losing 
heavily. The attasks were preceded 
by a most violent bombardment. 
British Line Holds. 

The British line held absolutely, but 
at various points the Germans gained 
a foothold In tho, French positions, 
only to be driven out later from the 
greutcr part of this territory. 

The Belgians also repulsed heavy 
attacks inflicting severe casualties on 
the enemy. 

At certain points along the allied 
fronts the fighting still continues. 

The post near Festubert, north of 
Glvenchy, taken by the Germans last 
week, was recaptured by the Brltisn 
at night. More than fifty prisoners 
were taken here, and other prisoners 
nnd four machine guns were brought 
In as a result of raiding operations In 
sectors further south. 

An enemy attack which developed in 
the vicinity of Locre, west of Mont 
Kemmel, was repulsetl. 

Fight on 15.Mlle Front. 

With the British Army in France, 
April HO.— The fourth German army 
during the morning heavily attacked 
the allied front In Flanders. Prisoners 
captured have admitted that the Ger- 
man Intention is to attempt to capture 
Ypres. 

Severe lighting Is reported In both 
the French and British areas. The at- 
tack extends over a front of about fif- 
teen miles. 

S. O. S. Signals From Ypres. 

London, April HO.— The British 
troops around Ypres several times af- 
ter dawn sent up S. O. S. signals for 
artillery support, telegraphs the Rou- 
ter correspondent at the British head- 
quarters In France. 

The correspondent adds that the tre- 
mendous Germnn bombardments point 
to the certainty of a Germnn attempt 
to advance. 

An Intense bombardment from artil- 
lery concentration Is In progress from 
Ln Busscc to south of Ilotitholst forest 
antl from Vlmp to Lens. 

Americans in Big Battle. 

Washington, April 150.— Formal an- 
nouncement that American troops, 
sent to re-enforce the allies' armies, 
have taken part In the fighting Is made 
by tho war department in its weekly 
review of the situation. "Our forces 
have taken part In the battle." says 
the statement briefly. "American 
units are in nctlon east of Amiens. 
During the various engagements which 
hnve raged In this area they have ac? 
(Hill ted themselves well." 

Help Keep Enemy From Paris. 

With the American Forces in North- 
ern France, April 30. — American 
troops have taken appositions on the 
French battle front. Under the French 
high command, In which nil ranks hnve 
supreme ^confidence, the American 
forces face the enemy on the line bar- 
ring the Germans from Paris and Am- 
iens, where they have been a certain 
number of days. 

122 Americans Win Decoration. 

Tho French army paid a historic 
tribute to tho Ualted States when 
122 soldier sons of Massachusetts 
were decorated with the war cross for 
bravery displayed In recent lighting. 
The ceremony, which was held on a 
picturesque field a short distance 
from the front-line trenches, was ono 
of tho most Impressive In which Amer- 
ican soldiers have participated since 
their entry Into the war. 

One hundred nnd seventeen men 
from the One Hundred nnd Fourth 
(Massachusetts) regiment; who bore 
the brunt of the German attack In the 
Apremoiit forest on April 12, received 
medals, as did five men of another reg- 
iment who had participated in ear- 
lier fighting around Solssons. 

Here and there In the lino of he- 
roes wore spaces representing Ameri- 
cans who were killed or wounded se- 
riously. 

British Retake Town From Huns. 

London, April 20. — An attack made 
by the Germans on the northern side 
of ihe Flanders salient resulted In tho 
capture of tho town of Voormezeele, 

GIRL TELLS WAR THRILLS 

Juliet Goodrich of Chicago Writes How 
U. S. Heroines Pray for Dark- 
ness to Shield Soldiers. 

Chicago, April HO.— "Send clouds 
across the moon IV wis their prayer. 

Like mammoth black beetles crawl- 
ing nlong the white road that led from 
the French trencjies to Epernny'eume 
mile after mile of soldier-loaded trucks. 
The offensive was at Its height. The 
guns thundered closer — eloper. The 



two miles south of Ypres,- but they 
were driven ; out by a counter-attack, 
tho war office announced on Sunday. 

Late at night the Germans, again at- 
tacked on this front. 

Yankees Help Check Huns. 

Pnrls, April 20.— Violent artillery 
fighting occurred north of the Avre 
(southeast of Amiens) and In the re- 
gion between Lassigny and Noyoii (on 
the southern side of the Plcardy battle 
front), the war office reported. 

French troops repulsed German at- 
tacks northwest or Bel ins and ln-4ho 
sectors of St. Mlhlcl (near which are 
stationed the American troops which 
were attacked by the Germans a week 
ago). Lunevlllo (in the vicinity of 
which there has been an American 
force) and Le Fret re wood. 

Fear Felt for Channel Ports. 

London, April 20.— Some of tho 
newspapers appear to he preparing 
the public for the loss of the channel 
ports. The Times suy's: 

"There Is no denying that the loss 
of Kemmel hill Ik n considerable tac- 
tical success for the enemy, and It will 
bo well, therefore, to prepare f6r .the 
receipt of other disagreeable news. If 
the enemy, is able to extend Ills grip 
on Kemmel we may be compelled to 
evacuate Ypres. 

"Such evacuation would not inevi- 
tably entail the abandonment of Dun- 
kirk, Calais and Boulogne, but It is 
well to realize that these consequences 
might ensue. We must remember that 
Ihe Germans cannot win the war by 
the occupation of Ypres and the chan- 
nel ports." 

Germans Capture Kemmel. 

London, April 27.— The Germans In 
their attack oa the northern battle 
front have occupied Kemmel hill, Gen. 
Del ma Kadcllfte, chief director of mil- 
itary operations at tho war office, stat- 
ed. 

[Mount Kemmel has bene generally 
considered by military critics us the 
key to Ypres.] 

French In Counter-Attack. 

A counter-attack by French troops 
against Kemmel bill, the key to Ypres, 
has ^brought on a furious battle for 
this Important high ground. 

Franco-British troops on the Somme 
front east of Amiens also are counter- 
attacking all nlong the front from VII- 
lers-Bretonneux to opposite ( tlungnrd- 
en-Santerre. 

French Hold Ground. 

A large part of the ground lost In 
this region has been retaken', and the 
official communique Issued by the war 
office In Furls says that the French 
have re-established themselves In the 
western portion of ilnngnrd, which 
village changed hands twice during the 
day. 

On the northern battle front the 
Germans, in Addition to. holding Mont 
Kemmel are In possession of the vil- 
lages of Kemmel nnd Dranoutre, Field 
Marshal Ilalg reports. 

Fierce Fight on Kemmel Hill. . 

With the British Army In France, 
April 27. 

The French are countcr-utlacklng at 
Mont Kemmel in an attempt to reclaim 
the positions taken by the Germans. 

Thursday's fighting was of a desper- 
ate nature antl the enemy gains were 
only made at a frightful cost. 

One French regiment to whom was 
entrusted the defense of tho crest of 
Mont Kemmel, with orders to hold it 
to the last man, Immortalized Itself In 
Thursday's battle. Throughout the 
long bitter day they clung to their post 
and sent swirling streams of death 
from their machine guns down tho 
slopes Into struggling masses of Ger- 
man Infantry which hud surrounded 
the hill and was trying to battle to 
the top. 

Fight to Last Man. 

Some of Jhese fearless pollus nt the 
latest reports were still there and tho 
staccato chatter of their rapid flrcrs 
sent out the message to their general 
thanjjhey were obeying his order 'to 
holder die. 

British Take Town and 600 Huns. 

London, April 20.— English and Aus- 
tralian troops havo recaptured Vlllers- 
Bretonneaux anil taken more titan GOO 
prisoners In that region, Field Marshal 
llalg reports from headquarters! 
American Wounded in Hospital. 

Furls, April 20.— Amerlcnn soldiers 
wounded In the great battle which now 
Is being wiifttd are already arriving at 
the rear. American wounded and sick 
to the number of 1US have reached hos- 
pital 25. They are from units en- 
gaged In the fighting side by side with 
Frencli antl British in stemming tho 
German advance. 

Both Sides Use Tanks. 

Wltli the British In France! April 20. 
— The Germnn attack against the 
French nnd British lines on tlie north- 
ern front vih the Dranoutre-Kemtael 
sector is continuing. The Teuton as- 
sault was Intended to pave the way 
for the capture of tho Kemmel hill. 

Vigorous British counter-attacks to- 
ward Villers-Bretonneux apparently 
resulted In the reclaiming of a con- 
siderable part of the territory lost to 
the Germans on Wednesday. The bat- 
tle Is still raging. 

Tanks went Into action on both sides 
for the first time In history. In tho 
battle about Vlllers-Brotonnoux the 
German tanks appeared at the begin- 
ning of the engagement and. by noon 
tho British tanks joined the fray.
